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Continuation of 1 0. Otiier: On page 1 0, the Applicant argues that "Hanaoka discloses that the impedance is high in the case of the reset 
state, and low in the reset release state". It is unclear where this is disclosed in U.S. Patent No. 5,521 ,590. However, referring to 
Hanaoka's Fig. 8, Hanaoka's data carrier 200 has a modulator circuit 2 formed by capacitor C3 and a p-channel MOS field effect transistor 
(FET) T1 , which is a depletion FETas indicated by the circuit symbol. When Hanaoka's data carrier 200 is in a reset state, data carrier 
main circuit 100 no longer provides voltage to transistor T1 . In other words, the gate voltage at T1 is zero and T1 Is closed (or "on"), 
thereby causing data carrier 200's impedance state to be low. In addition, due to the presence of diode 21 , some level of impedance will 
always exist even when data carrier 200 is in a reset state; however, the overall impedance level must by higher than the level during the 
reset state in order to modulate the amplitude of an AC current flowing to coil 1 when data carrier 200 is transmitting data or is in an active 
state. . 
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
